Clerk Elmer E. Funk, of the County Com- 


missioners' office, has completed the tax 
statement that is sent annually to the Sec- 
retary of Internal Affairs. 
From the clerk'a 


talement it appears that the taxables of the 
county number 26,270, There are 342,429 
acres of cleared laud in the county and 
19,469 acres of timber land. The value of 
all real estate is $36,961,728 aud the value 
of all real estate exempt from taxation is 
i2,620,140. The value of tbe taxable real 
estate is 134,335.920. 


There are 16,837 horses in the county and 


.heir value is fixed at $888,571. The cows 
Dumber 20,139, valued at $604,416 


The value ot occupation is 12,779,200. 
The value of all property taxable for county 


purposes is $38,608,136 and the amount of 
souuty tax assessed -was $96,539 74. Tbe 
amount of Stale tax valuations was $9,959,- 
518, including money at interest and $8,106, 
representing Ihe tax on omnibuses, hacks, 
etc., making a total State tax 'valuation of 
|JU,987,U23. The amount of Slate tax as- 
sessed was $39,870.29. Of course the valua- 
tians given above do not represent the real 
valuation of property, but such as are re- 
amed by Ihe assessors. The totals given 
appear iu the form of a very concise state- 
ment, but to determine them from an im- 
mense number of items and miscellaneous 
matter represents a great deal of hard and 
careful labor on the part of the clerk.

institutions appointed by the State Board of 
Public Charities have filed their report,which 
sets forth concisely the condition of affairs at 
the almshouse and jail. The members of the 
Board are John Wildman, Lemghorne; Thos. 
W. Trego, Samuel Hart, Ellen E. Hart, Le- 
titia B. Atkinson and Ueorge MaoReynolde, 
of Doytestown. Ths report is as follows:— 


DOILKSTOWN, PA , June 2Z. 


To the Prttident and Xcmlttn <tf lite State Borri of 


Public Okantia : 
OKSTLKjftK.—Oar local committee, appointed 


for Bucks county, paid a visit or inspection to 
the Bucks couuty almbhouae and Bucks county 
prison on Saturday V June 23. At the almshuuse 
we tound everytulng abuut the grounds and 
butldtiiga in a neat and orderly condition, evinc- 
ing caret'ul management. In tlie old building 
workmen were relaying tlie cement floor In the 
basement, the floor put down some months ago, 
at the tlrno the building was repaired, having 
beeu a failure. 
The waterplpes between the hospital building 
and the aid building have been renewed aud lain 
so ae to avoid pasitug beneath the floors, as waa 
the case with the old pipes, a commendable lira- 
caution Iron* a sanltaiy point ot view. 
The new well, sunk upon the extreme southern 
end of tlie farm, gives evidence of tarnishing an 
abundant supply of water in tbe future. Twenty- 
two feet of Us depth is In solid rook. It is of sut- 
ncleut diameter to store a large body of water, 
and the water rises to within three or t'eur feet 
of the top. At present tbe water Is conveyed to 
the storage cistern by gravity and tlu-oagh other 
wells, but it is pioposed to slpbon toe water to 
th« storage point as soon as it is convenient to put 
down tbe pipes. Tbe well was dug target ' 
the inmates aud Its oust was Insignificant 
pared with the benentsot an ample water supply 
to such an institution. Heretofore tue water 
supply has beau so abort In summer a> to cool] 
tbe steward to haul water from Kesbamlny 
creek iu barreie. 
At the time of onr visit there were 120 Inmates. 
We also vufted the Bucks county prison. Xuia 
institution wan In a cleanly condition, and so 
far as wa could see proper discipline is main- 
tained. A new tin root has been placed on the 
j»ll, ar.d all exposed iron has been painted. The 
walls of tbe building bave also been repotnted 
Some of this labor was done by convicts, Since 
our last vlflt one prisoner escaped by Miallng tbe 
jail wall. Nothing has been done us yet tore- 
pair tbe wall surrounding the jail, which Is iu a 
badly damaged condition.

required number of people. This Is 
particularly the case as regards skill- 
ed labor.

limit in various lines. Ol 


course wages have gone up. 
They 


must do so as long as this scarcity ol 
workmen exists,

Delaware's peach crop is likely to be a 


record-breaker this year. The peaches have 
escaped the Soj lla of frost and the Charybdis 
of curonlio, His insect that preys upon the 
fruit. The yellows have kept away and the 
growers are lying back waiting for the fruit 
to ripen and the commission merchants' 
checks to come in. 


Apprehension exists that Ihe'erop will be 
large as to bring down the price lo a 


point that will out into the grower's profits. 
There is little money for the grower iu 
peaches at 85 c211 to a basket, which the re- 
tailers say will be the price before the crop 
ia marketed. 


The orop has been a failure since 1894. 


Then the fruit was damaged by insects. LIISC 
year the spring blizzard damaged the young 
buds and destroyed hundreds ot thousands 
of bushels.

phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Kallroad, 
has completed his annual estimate of the 
Delaware and Maryland peninsula for 1900.

" " THE SCREW PROPELLER. 
It Has> Reduced the Atlantic Voynije 


From Twenty to Six Day*. 


The screw propeller is very simple IB 


principle and constiuction, and yet it is 
so effective that uo substitute for it is 
lik«ly to be found for many a decade to 
conic. 
In operation it is the windmill 


reversed. 
The propeller consists of a 


shaft projecting from tne stern of the 
ship and terminating in a set of blades, 
usually three or four in number, all 
placed at the same angle. The shafts 
are revolved by means of the ship's en- 
gines, and the resistance developed by 
the propeller blades revolving in the wa- 
ter drives the vessel forward. If a ship 
were firmly fastened so that she could 
not move forward and the engines were 
kept in motion, tbe movement of tbe pro- 
pellers would develop a powerful current 
in the water astern. Where it is a ques- 
tion of the relative resistance of the 
ship's bulk and the water that of the 
water is always greater, and, owing to 
the fact that the power is applied direct- 
ly at tbe stern, there Is less loss of ener- 
gy than in the case of side wheels. Es- 
pecially is this true in ocean navigation, 
where the rolling of the vessel from side 
to side often caused the old fashioned 
whwjls to lose their grip of the water. 
Tbe adoption of the screw propeller im- 
mediately reduced the time of an Allan- 
tic voyage from 20 days to about 14 days. 


In comparison with the size of the 


great ocean steamer the dimensions of 
the propellers which drive her through 
the water at the rate of 25 miles or more 
per hour seem hopelessly 
inadequate. 


For instance, If one stands beneath such 
R ship when she lies In drydock and 
looks up at her great height and along 
her hundreds of feet of length it seems 
impossible that the propellers can fulfill 
their task. As a matter of fact, however, 
their cflicicncy depends upon the speed 
with which they are revolved rather than 
upon their size. Nor are they small in 
themselves. The propellers of a steam-

ship of the largest slzo, together with the 
stern tubes in which they are carried, 
weigh close to 100 tons. Moreover, they 
are one of the most expensive portions of 
the ship. The propellers are so essential 
to the ship's progress that they are made 
of tbe toughest metal obtainable. Nick- 
eled steel was formerly employed for this 
purpose, but at the present time man- 
ganese bronze is the favorite material. 
Manganese bronze costs in the neighbor- 
hood of $600 per ton, and this makes the 
total cost of a pair of three bladed screws 
amount to $150,000 or $00,000.-Ainslee's 
Magazine.
